The title doesn't reflect the pressure reduction absorbing panels of the invention. 

2. Figure 9 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 2 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. It isn't clear in what dimension the width of the recess is considered to be 
such that it is substantially the same as the groove as claimed in claim 2. It may be 
noted that a width dimension has not been identified in the drawings. Furthermore, it is 
requested that applicants provide a cross sectional view of the embodiment in Figure 10 
to clearly show the relationship of the inclined slope with a bottom of the groove as 
claimed in claims 3 and 4.

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It isn't clear whether applicants are in fact claiming two separate recesses in 
claim 1 or the last paragraph is a repeat of the one above it. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains." 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1 and 2, insofar as they are understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Vailliencourt '909. 

Vailliencourt teaches a reinforcing rib which may be indented within the top of a 
vacuum panel as at 41 to reinforce the panel and side wall against deformation. The 
groove in the panel part is made deeper than the panel. 

8. Claims 1 and 2, insofar as they are definite, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Suzuki JP 115, cited by applicants, in view of Vailliencourt 

'909. 

To have formed a reinforcing groove or recess at the top of the panel of Suzuki to 
reinforce the sidewall would have been obvious in view of the teaching by Vailliencourt. 
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9. Claims 3 and 4, insofar as they are understood, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the references as applied to claims 1 and 2 
above, and further in view of Singier '031 . 

To have formed the groove with a sloped wall in the manner of Singier at 55 and 
56 would have been obvious. 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ozawa et al, Ota, Sugiura et al, Melrose and Yasuda et al show 
other panel constructions.
